Alexander Hamilton First Urged the 


Use of National Funds. 


Speaking of the federal appropria- 


tion for roads just pus.sc-d by congress. 
a bulletin of liie American Highway 
usHOCiuiion says: 


The use of national funds for roail 


improvements was urged enrly in the 
history of this country hy Alexander 
Hamilton. A '.iitlu Inter Albert Gulla- 
ti-ii suci'ecilc-d in securing the passa.ee 
by congress of an act setting aside 
one-twentieth of the proceeds of tho 
sale of public land in Ohio for build- 
ing a highway from tidewater to the 
Ohio river. 
In 1SOG President Jeffer- 


son appointed three (-•ounuissioners to 
locate this route, which ran through 
Maryland. Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
The first contract for construction was 
placed in 1S1U. and in ISIS part of the 
rond was opened to travel. 
Jt was 


called the National rouil and was built 
with national 
funds 
exclusively, so 


that the bill just passed by congress 
to furnish money for road building 
proposes nothing new. The federal 
government did not have the same 
views then i h n t if has now- of tlie im- 
portance of 
maintaining highways. 


The National road was the tnnln thor- 
oughfare for the heavy travel between 
tho seaboard and the Ohio valley, and 
lack of maintenance resulted in the 
road becoming very poor. 
Jn 1S31 


Pennsylvania asked congress to turn 
over to her euro the portion of the 
road within her boundaries, and Mary- 
laud and Virginia also made a similar 
request somewhat later. Unfortunate- 
ly state control did not result iu any 
marked improvement. 
The counties 


whl"h had charge, of the portions with 
in their boundaries did not pay much 
attention to highway improvements, 
and it was not until the comparatively 
recent organization of state highway 
departments that tlie old National road 
was given any real care. In the last 
leu years, however, reconstruction lias 
been going on steadily. 
In about two 


real's 
I he entire length in .Pennsyl- 


vania will be in good condition, and 
the portion in Maryland is nlso very 
nearly reconstructed. 
Farther west 


the old highway is not in such good 
condition, although sections of it have 
been rohuMl there. 
S-o this early ven- 


ture in national road building, success- 
ful until the railroad took Its place, is 
again In a prominent place among the 
highways of the country.

Argument For Their Cause. 


\Vomen played a large part in the 


military census taKen by volunteer 
workers in the state of New York. Ev- 
erj- one, male or female, between the 
affes of eighteen and fifty was requir- 
ed to register and give the state «1I 
information which will be of military 
'value. It was estimated that flt least 
3,000,000 persons .would register. 


The women were ar.kefl what train 


ing they had bad In various fields, mid 
they also flcted as volunteer registrars. 


Suffragists are using this census as 


a good argument for their cause. Tho 
New York State Woman Suffrage par- 
ty, of which Mrs. Xorinan deR. White- 
house is chairman, has propounded the 
following queries: 


Did your wife neglect your home or 


babies when sho went to register In tho 
recent military census? 


Did she moot with any but courteous 


and respectful treatment from the men 
she saw there? 


Did your family allow dissension and 


discord to take the place of quiet dis- 
cussion when she was deciding what 
answers to make to the questions? 


Did the government allow you to 


register for your wife and thus repre- 
sent her in this important duty? 


Did your wife feel less feminine. 


less womanly or less motherly for hav- 
ing registered? 


A Dairy Ration Has Two Main Uses— 


Life and Product. 


[National Cn.y Imict'V.wnt Service.! 


A ration is divided into two parts: 
1. 
The part needed to maintain or 


k«ep the animal alive. 


2. 
The 
part 
needed to 
make 


stored up material lik^ wool, fat, 
meat or milk. 


Milk is roughly in solids, one-third 


each casein (protein), fat and sugar. 
The casein in milk can only be fur- 
nished by the protein in the food. 
The fat and sugar may be derived 
from either protein, fat or carbo- 
hydrates. 


If a cow has the ability to give 50 


pounds of milk containing two pound? 
of casein, and only geis enough pro- 
tein to make one pound of casein, 
then she will only give 25 pounds of 
milk. 


A balanced ration is one that has 


just the exact amount o£ protein, fat 
and 
carbohydrates 
that 
the cow 


needs. 
Just what this is we cannot 


ever say exactly, because the amounts 
vary from week to week and no two 
cows are alike, nor are feeds alike. 


A practical ration is one that has 


sufficient protein and enough total 
food to make the greatest amount ot 
milk without tho. cow losing: weight. 


A commercially successful ration is 


the one that makes the most milk or 
profit, keeps the cow healthy and en- 
ables the use of the most roughage. 


All the hay and ensilage :. cow can 


eat will keep her alive and make 
about 15 pounds of milk. 
Any more 


milk has to come from grain or grain 
feed. 


The farm can usually raise carbo- 


hydrates cheap in the form of hay and 
ensilage, and, outside of clover, peas, 
etc., protein can usually be bought 
cheaper than it can be raised. 


The average price of protein feeds 


with 20 per cent digestible protein 
was about $25 to $35 per ton'before 
the war, but the prices are much 
higher now, while hay (clover) with 
5Vz per cent digestible protein has 
been rated at $10 per ton, so the pro- 
tein feed at $40 would furnish protein 
about the same as clover at $1°.

The cheapest eating in tho world is 


rice and peanuts, measured by the cal- 
ories, which constitute tbe only real 
test. There is no attention paid to the 
value of food iu practical living. Our 
solo guide is what hits our appetite.

/TM-IE battle of Sol- 


_|_ 
ferino occurred 
lu 1S59. It went 


on for several days, 
lu that time 30,000 
ivounded ruea lay on 
the field—Frenchmen, 
Italians and Russians. 


Thousands of these remained for days 
in extreme agony, uncared for. Thou- 
sands of them died for want of care. 
It tvas one of the supreme horrors of 
all history. 


It happened that a. Swiss, Henri Du- 


nant, went upon this battlefield and 
Saw these dyiug, neglected men. 
He 


told about It so vividly that the nations 
of the world decided thut it was time 
to take this atrocity out of war. The 
treaty of Geneva in 1SG3 for the first 
time provided for the immunity of 
medical and nursing services in battle, 
and the sign of that immunity was to 
be a red cross. And from that author- 
ization has sprung the great interna- 
tional order of mercy—the Eed Cross. 


The United States did not adopt the 


Geneva treaty until 1SS2. 
From then 


until the year 1000 the Red Cross was 
a struggling organization, largely a 
private charity, without official recog-

It 
is both official and private In Its char- 
acter—that Is, tho government has 
adopted It officially as the auxiliary 
war relief service. The president o." 
the United States by law is also presi- 
dent of the Red Cross. The comptrol- 
ler of the currency is Its treasurer. 
Its accounts are audited by the war 
department, and its annual reports are 
addressed to congress. 


Yet the government does not finance 


the Red Cross. On occasions congress 
has voted contributions of money tu 
it. Congress helped to build the new 
building, for Instance. But the great 
volume of its funds spent for relief 
work is contributed by private indi- 
viduals. 
In times past most of Us 


cash has come In the form of gifts. 
less than 30 per cent of Us receipts be- 
ing from membership fees. 
But with 


the quickened interest in the Red 
Cross the membership fees are becom- 
ing an important source of revenue. 


In time of war the Red Cross actn 


as the auxiliary to the medical and 
nursing services—the sanitary services, 
as they are called—of the army and 
navy. It Is a case of the auxiliary be- 
ing greater than the thing- nided. Many 
doubtless "wonder why the array and 
navy do not maintain their own hos- 
pital services on nn adequate scalo. 
The answer is that it has been founil 
to be more efficient and less costly to 
give this task over to the Red Cross.

SAYS OHIO FOOD EXPERT 


Points Out That Lee's Army Lived 


Weeks Before Appomattox 


on This Product, 


Two things the American table pro- 


vider must learn—variety and substi- 
tution. This is the statement of B. H. 
KrogerNjf Cincinnati, tho man who 
buys more foodstuffs In Ohio than all 
the hotels in the state combined. The 
average menu, he says, Is too monoto- 
nous and too costly. 


"Because of the monotony it creates 


waste, and Just now that is criminal," 
he says. "The trouble is that Ameri- 
cans don't care enough about their 
meals. They don't plan, them, although 
nutrition Is one of the essentials of ex- 
istence. 
Some erroneously think It a 


form of gluttony to cdhslder in ad- 
vance what they are going to eat. 


"Eat 
cornmeal in quantities," he 


says. "But get Interested enough to 
secure the right kind of meal, because 
there's a wide difference. The coarsest 
Is the best for most purposes. 
But 


that's only one dish. The same rule 
applies to all others. The man who is 
indifferent to food is hit the hardest 
by its cost. Get acquainted with the 
business of keeping yourself 
alive 


through the function of feeding. 
It 


pays." 


The fact that Lee's armies lived on 


parched com virtually for weeks be- 
fore Appomattox shows how nutri- 
tious that cereal really Is. The red 
Indians subsisted through the long 
vvinters largely upon coarse cornmeal, 
ground in rude mortars with ruder 
pestles. They boiled it and baked it 
and sometimes made cakes of it. They 
never knew the meaning of autointox- 
ication because their digestive appara- 
tus functioned properly through the 
assistance given by this foodstuff. 


It is one of the confounding signs of 


the times that Americans, with a vast 
store of this foodstuff, the cheapest in 
the world, too, at their very doors, per- 
mit themselves actually to suffer. 
In 


Italy the common, people eat it In. vast 
quantities, polenta, or cornmeal mush, 
being really the national dish and not 
spaghetti. Thqp have a hundred ways 
of utilizing It and have devised end- 
less combinations \vlth other food ma- 
terial. Hog and hominy sustained the 
pioneers la this country who won, the 
west from the wilderness. Physicians 
say that when the American people re- 
turn to making It a part of their dally 
ration a large percentage of stomach 
trouble will disappear.

The Safety That Goe» With Transpor- 


tation by Aeroplane. 


It is a new idea that the aeroplane 


is a safe means of transportation in 
safe hands, yet it is an idea that we 
must firmly get into the popular mind. 
The average citizen is still frightened 
at the prospect of leaving the ground 
and having no support except the air 
itself. Yet at the speed which we ex- 
pect an aeroplane to maintain—-seventy 
or eighty miles an hour—there is uo 
means of transportation that is so safe 


The obstructions that cause acci- 


dents with trains and automobiles do 
not exist for flying craft. A locomo- 
tive has to follow a definite track, 
which may cause a frightful calamity. 
The aeroplane is not so circumscribed. 
Its tracks are wherever it wishes to j 
go. There are no obstructions In tho 
air—unless we regard "air pockets" as t 
such—no bridges to cross, no moun- 
tains to penetrate, no signals to run 
by and no switches to be misplaced. 


Or compare this new craft with the i 


rough road of the automobile. 
The ] 


slightest mistake or even inattention . 
on the part of the driver, going, say, 
forty or fifty miles an hour, may hurl i 
the machine over a precipice or over-1 
turn it on an embankment. But such | 
a lapse on the part of an. aviator has 
no such deplorable results. There are ( 
no- precipices to fall from and no ob- 
structions to collide with. 


The aeroplane Is even safer than 


some forms of water travel. The mo- 
torboat, going at a speed of forty miles 
an hour or even slower, is a more 
risky form oc transportation than an 
aeroplane. If such a boat strikes even 
a small obstruction, such as a floating 
plank, its side is punctured nnd it sinks 
In a few seconds. But there are no 
such dangers in the air- — Orvilla 
Wright in Harper's.
